2.  Li  marking  the  equipment  of  battalions^  the  battalion 
number  will  be  placed  before  the  county  name  or  regimental  letters 
on  the  valise,  and  before  the  abbreviations  on  the  rest  of  the 
equipment,  thus : — I.Lothian — 1.  Lo.,  for  the  Ist  Battalion  of 
The  Royal  Scots  (Lothian  Regiment).  The  arms,  accoutrements, 
musical  instruments,  &c.,  of  Regimental  Depdts  will  be  marked 
with  the  number  of  the  Regimental  District,  followed  by  the  letters 
R.D.,  but  the  Depdt  clothins  and  necessaries  will  be  marked  as  in 
battalions,  omitting  only  the  battalion  number.

3.  The  Militia  Battalions  will  be  distinguished  from  those  of 
the  R^ular  Army  by  the  battalion  nimiber,  and  further,  by  the 
letter  M.,  which  (without  the  battalion  number)  will  be  placed 
upon  the  tunic  or  frock  only ;  thus : — Lothian  M.,  on  the  tunic 
and  frock,  will  denote  a  Militia  battalion  of  the  Lothian  Regiment ; 
3.  Lothian  on  the  valise,  and  3.  Lo.  on  the  rest  of  the  equipment  will 
denote  the  3rd  Battalion,  or  the  first  Militia  Battalion,  of  the  same. 

4.  The  undermentioned  stamps,  &c.,  will  be  used  in  marking 
the  equipment,  and  Officers  Commanding  Battalions  and  Regimental 
Districts  will,  at  once,  put  forward  requisitions  for  such  as  they 
severally  require.  A  portion  of  the  stamps  required  being  already 
in  their  possession^  Commanding  Officers  will  demand  only  those 
necsessary  to  complete,  and  any  stamps  in  possession,  of  descrip-

5.  Commanding  Officers  in  making  requisitions  will  be  careful 
to  demand  the  proportions  of  large  and  small  letters  strictly  in 
accordance  with  the  regimental  abbreviations  detailed  in  §  1.  All 
initial  letters  should  oe  of  the  larger  size;  the  terminal,  or 
others,  of  the  smaller.  Thus,  the  **  Highland  Light  Infantry '' 
would  require  the  initials,  H.LJ.,  all  of  the  larger  size,  while  the 
*'  Lothian  "  Regiment  would  require  the  combination  of  large  and 
small  letters  in  the  abbreviation  Lo.  Similarly,  N^  (North- 
ampton) ;  Leio.  (Leicester).  *  A  set  comprises  one  letter  of  each 
kind  required. 

6.  When  in  use,  the   block  figures  and  letters  whk;h  mark 
with  paint  or  ink  will  be  set  in  the  type-holder,  which  is  supplied, 
in  order  to  ensure  uniformity  and  rapidity  in  marking. 

7.  As  only  one  size  of  holder  is  issued,  it  is  accompanied  by 
three  small  wooden  blocks  to  pack-in  the  smaller  type.  These 
blocks,  if  lost,  must  be  regi  mentally  replaced. 

8.  The  paper  stencil-plates  will  be  cut  with  the  required  Terri- 
torial names  or  letters  and  battalion  numerals  by  the  Ordnance 
Store  Department,  Royal  Arsenal,  Woolwich,  and  will  he  issued 
thence  to  corps.  The  plates  will  be  prepared  for  marking  as 
described  in  paragraph  13. 

9.  The  following  allowances  will  be  granted  for  re-marking  the 
equipment  of  the  Infantry  of  the  Line. 

a.  The  sum  of  9d»  for  everv  300  water  bottles,  or  straps  for 

the  sam6 ;  or  every  oOO  ammunition  bags,  wustbelts, 
braces,  white  haversacks,  pouches,  straps,  nnd  the 
insides  of  the  flaps  of  valises,  under  paragraph  447« 
Equipment  Regulations,  1881. 

b.  The  sum  of  9(2.  for  every  300  frogs  and  slings  for  rifles. 

e.  The  sum  of  Id.  per  valise  for  marking  the  outside  of  the 
flap  with  white  paint,  using  the  stencil  plate  and 
brush. 

d.  The  sum  of  4el.  for  re-marking  each  squad  bag,  under 
paragraphs  456  and  457^  Equipment  Regulations,  1 881. 
This  allowance  will  cover  any  expense  attending  the 
removal  of  old  marks,  which  may  readily  be  done  with 
a  little  turpentine  and  a  piece  of  rag. 

10.  The  above  allowances  will  cover  both  labour  and  the  cost 
of  paint  or  ink  expended.  ( Vide  paragraph  409,  Equipment  Regu- 
lations, 1881.) 

11.  The  equipment  of  Regimental  Depdts  will  be  re-marked, 
generally,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  458,  Equipment  Regula- 
tions, 1881.  The  arms  will  be  deaJt  with  specially  as  directed  in 
paragraph  472  of  the  same,  and  musical  instruments  under  para- 
giaph  449,  consistently  with  paragraph  2  of  these  Instructions. 


12.  Militia  Battalions  will  have  their  equipment  re-marked 
under  the  following  instructions : — 

a.  Accoutrements  will  be  re-marked  under  paragraph  1261, 
Militia  Regulatioua,  1880.  Stamps  will  be  provided 
on  repayment,  and  the  actual  cost  of  marking,  not 
exceeding  one  half-penny  an  article,  which  must  include 
the  provision  of  stamps  and  ink,  ^1  be  allowed. 

6.  Musical  instruments  will  be  re-marked  under  paragraph 
1263,  Militia  Regulations*  1880,  and  the  allowances 
therein  sanctioned  will  be  granted  for  the  amount  of 
engraving  actually  performed. 

e.  Pending  further  instructions  the  marking  of  arms  now 
in  possession  will  remain  unchanged  for  the  present.

The  grenade  and  bugle  used  respectively  with  Fusilier  and 
Light  Infantry  regiments  will  be  placed  to  the  left  of  the  numeral. 

The  initial  letters  and  numerals  are  W  inch  high ;  the  terminal 
and  other  letters  \i  inch  high. 

14.  In  marking  the  valise  the  brush  should  he  used  almost  dry 
with  the  paint  thick.  The  flap  should  be  laid  flat  upon  a  hard 
smooth  surface,  and  the  paint  dabbed  tn,  the  brush  being  held 
vertically,  and  on  no  account  worked  across  the  stenciUplate.  The 
back  of  the  plate  should  be  kept  clear  of  paint  with  a  turpentine

Issue  of  a  Consolidated  Boyal  Warrant  for  Fay,  Fromotioni 

and  Non-Effective  Fay. 

1.  Her  Majesty  has  been  pleased  to  cancel  the  Royal  Warrants  (Jlause  56. 
of  the  25th  June"  1881,  and  of  the  22nd  February  1882,  and  to 

grant  a  consolidated  Warrant  regulating  the  Pay  and  Promotion 
of  the  Army  as  well  as  Pensions  and  other  Non-Effective  Pay- 
ments. This  Warranty  which  is  merely  a  consolidation  of  the 
Royal  Warrant  of  the  25th  June  1881^  and  of  the  Corrigenda 
Warrant,  will  have  effect  from  the  Ist  July  1881. 

2.  Copies  of  the  new  Warrant  (Army  Regulations,  Vol.  I., 
Parts  I.  and  II.),  will  shortly  be  issued,  at  the  public  expense,  to 
Officers  and  others  entitled  to  them.  Meantime  the  Warrant  of 
25th  June  1881,  as  amended  by  that  of  22nd  February  1882,  may 
be  used  and  quoted. 

3*  Clause  37,  Array  Circulars,  1882,  is  hereby  cancelled. 


Allowance  Regulations,  1881— Civilian  Subordinates- 
Travelling  Allowances. 

1.  The  Special  Regulations  for  the  Travelling  Expenses  and  Clause  57* 
Trayelling  Allowances  of  Civilian  Subordinates  employed  in  the 
Manufacturing  and  Chemical  Departments,  in  the  Koyal  Army 
Clothing  Depdt,  and  in  the  Ordnance  Store  Department  at  Home 
Stations,  referred  to  in  paragraph  470  of  the  Allowance  Regula- 
tions, 1881,  have  been  amended,  and  copies  of  the  amended 
regalations  wiU  be  issued  to  those  concerned. 

2.  The  Special   Regulations  issued  with  Clause  287^  Army 
Circulars,  1880,  are  hereby  cancelled.

The  Adjutant  will  keep  a  strict  record  of  all  sains 
received  and  expended  by  him,  and  such  record  will  at  all 
times  be  open  for  inspection  by  the  Paymaster  to  whom 
he  is  Sub-Accountant. 

lYftc.  All  payments  made  by  the  Adjutant  will  be 
accounted  for  to  the  Paymaster  of  the  Regimental  District^ 
monthly,  on  Army  Form  N  1494  (revised),  not  later  than 
seven  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  month. 

lYftc/.  The  names  of  the  Officers  and  non-commisaioiied 
( iliccrs  of  the  Staff  will  be  entered  in  the  Pay  List  of  the 
Uc<;imental  District,  with  the  details  of  the  pay,  &c.,  issued  to 
them,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  done  in  the  case  of  the 
Stafl'  of  Militia  Regiments. 

2.  No  requisition  will  be  made  for  Army  Form  N  1494  (revised), 
as  the  necessary  supply  will  be  issued  forthwith. 


Instructions  to  Officers  Paying  Pensioners. 

(iSSrSD  AS  A  BTBCUL  IBMT  CIBCrUia  OK  TBI  Sth  mabch  1882.) 

Clause  60*  l*  OflBcers  paying  Pensioners  will  not,  after  the  81st  Msfdi 
1882,  be  furnished  with  special  authorities  (F  7,  Form  84)  fiir  the 
payment  of  newly-admitted  Army  Pensioners,  but  will,  in  soch 
cases,  receive  from  this  office  the  man's  descriptive  reUun 
(on  Army  Form  D  400),  and  his  pension  certificate,  showing  the 
rate  of  pension  and  the. period  for  which  it  has  been  granted* 
ThcFC  details  will  be  carefullv  noted  bv  the  Officer. 
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2.  When  application  is  made  by  the  Pensioner  for  his  first  Clause  60 
payment,  the  Officer  will  call  upon  him  for  his  discharge  certi-     continued. 
ficate,  and  on  its  receipt  will  forward  to  him   his  certificate  of 

identity  (on  Army  Form  D  416)  and  pension  certificate^  with  a 
form  of  life  certificate  (Army  Form  D  448)^  and  will  at  the  sama 
time  return  his  discharge  certificate. 

3.  On  receipt  by  the  Officer  of  the  life  certificate  duly 
completed^  he  will  send  the  pensioner  a  money  order  for  the 
amount  of  his  pension  (deducting  any  sums  due  on  account  of 
stoppages  or  advance  of  pension),  together  with  another  form  of 
life  certificate  for  the  ensuing  quarter's  payment. 

4.  The  date  of  admission  of  each  Army  Pensioner  will  be 
entered  in  the  column  of  remarks  against  the  first  charge  for 
bis  pension  in  the  Advice  List. 

Gratuities  for  Long  Service  and  Good  Conduct. 

1.  The  Secretary  of  State  for  War  has  approved  of  the  issue  Clause  61- 
of  gratuities  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  Clauses 

65  and  95^  Army  Circulars,  1879,  to  the  Non-Commissioned 
Officers  and  men  awarded  Medals  for  Long  Service  and  Good 
Conduct  by  General  Order  No.  96  of  1882. 

2.  The  investment  or  payment  of  these  gratuities  will  be 
l^ovemed  by  the  position  of  the  men  on  the  1st  February  1882^ 
from  which  date  interest  will  be  allowed  on  the  sums  invested.

Paragraph  540  of   the    Regulations   for  the  Militin,   1880  Clause  63< 
(Army  Regulations,  Vol.  VIII.),  is  hereby  cancelled. 
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Justices'  Clerks*  Fees. 

Clause  64         1-  '^^^  follovring  will  be  substituted  for  paragraph  621  of  the 
Militia  Regulations,  1880  (Army  Regulations,  Vol.  VIII.)  :— 

091.  The  fee  to  the  Magistrate's  Clerk  for  the  descrip- 
tive return  of  a  deserter  or  absentee  from  the  Militia,  required 
by  Section  154  of  the  Army  Act,  1881, -to  be  sent  to  the 
Secretary  of  State,  is  2$.

Ail  damages,  whether  wilful  or  resulting  from 
negligence  and  want  of  care,  will  be  assessed  by  the  Board,  and 
charged  to  the  men  to  whom  the  articles  were  issued,  in  acconlance 
with  the  instructions  contained  in  Part  IV.  of  the  Militia  Regola- 
lations,  1880  (Army  Regulations,  Vol.  VIII.) 

2.  All  losses  of  arms  and  accoutrements  will  alio  be  ascertained 
by  the  Board,  and,  in  such  cases,  the  course  of  proceeding  will  be 
as  follows : — 

(a.)  The  value  of  articles  lost  by  neglect  will  be  charged 
at  the  vocabulary  rates  to  the  men  responsible  ifor 
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them,  except  in  the  case  of  complete  arms  which  Clause  83 
wiU  be  dealt  with  under  paragraph   1160  of  the     «"^*»''«'- 
above-mentioned  Militia  Regulations. 

(i.)  Articles  taken  away  by  men  leaving  the  island  will  be 
struck  off  charge  in  the  Equipment  Ledgers  by 
manuscript  vouchers^  stating  the  name  of  the  man 
and  the  articles  taken  away  by  him. 

A  separate  record  of  these  losses  will  be  kept 
by  the  Adjutants,  and  a  list  of  them  will  be  sent  in 
annually  with  the  Equipment  Ledgers.  In  the 
event  of  a  man  who  has  gone  away  returning  to 
the  island,  a  note  will  be  made  against  his  name 
on  this  list,  showing  that  the  articles  he  took  away 
or  their  value  have  been  recovered  firom  him  and 
credited  to  the  public. 

3.  During  the  non-training  period  the  arms  and  accoutrements 
will  be  kept  in  ^ood  order  and  ia  a  proper  state  of  efBiciency  by  the 
Serjeant-Instructors,  in  conformity  with  the  above-mentioned 
Militia  Regulations.

5.  Adjutants  of  the  Channel  Islands  Infantry  Militia  will 
be  directly  responsible  to  the  War  Office  for  the  equipment 
and  stores  in  regimental  charge. 

6.  Adjutants  of  the  Channel  Islands  Artillery  Militia  will  be 
directly  responsible  to  the  War  Office  for  the  arms,  accoutre- 
ments, and  other  personal  equipment  in  regimental  charge ;  but 
all  Artillery  stores  will  be  accounted  for  in  accordance  with 
paragraph  1173  of  the  above-mentioned  Militia  Regulations.  In 
all  other  respects  the  Militia  Equipment  will  be  governed  by  the 
Militia  Regulations.

(1.)  As  it  is  of  great  importance  to  preserve  unimpaired 
the  continuity  of  Meteorological  observations,  all 
changes  in  the  adjustment  of  instruments,  in  their 
position,  mode  of  reading,  or  registering,  will,  as 
far  as  possible,  be  carefully  avoided. 

(2.)  The  observations  will,  as  far  as  possible,  be  made  by 
one  person ;  where  this  is  not  practicable,  the  deputy 
to  whom  they  are  confided  will  previously  assure 
himself  that  his  method  of  reading  is  identical  with 
that  of  the  principal  observer,  and  both  should 
satisfy  themselves  by  mutually  testing  the  accuracy 
of  their  reading. 

(3.)  Registers  (Army  Form  K  1292)  should  be  as  perfect 
as  possible,  but  if,  from  any  cause,  obsenrationa  be 
lost,  no  attempt  should  be  made  to  fill  the  blanks  so 
caused. 

(4.)  The  observations  will  be  made  at  stated  and  regular 
times. 

(5.)  Before  taking  the  means  oFthe  numbers  in  each  month, 
the  observer  will  look  down  each  column  in  the 
Register  to  sec  that  no  evident  error  of  entry  has 
been  made  (an  inch,  for  instance^  in  the  reodiiig  of 
the  barometer  is  a  common  error).  He  will  examine 
the  thermomctric  readings  to  see  that  the  maximum 
and  minimum  readings  have  not  been  interchanged; 
and,  before  dividing  the  sums  of  the  numbers,  he  will 
count,  in  each  column,  the  days  on  which  observations 
have  been  entered,  so  as  to  exclude  error  in  the 
division.  Decimal  arithmetic  will  be  used  through- 
out. 

(6.)  With  the  exception  of  the  "  attached  thermometer,*' 
all  thermometers  must  be  read  to  the  tenths  of  a 
dejnree. 


(7.)  The  readings  of  the  self-registcring  maximum  thermo- 
meters at  9  a.m.  must  be  entered  in  tiic  Register 
(columns  35  and  37),  as  the  temperature  (»  the 
preceding  day ;  for  instance,  the  readings  of  the  self- 
registering  matimum  thermometers  at  ^  a.m.  on  the 
l«t  of  the  month  must  be  registered  as  the  tempera*

(8.)  The  registers  containing  the  readings  of  the  past 
month  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Direct  jr-6eueral 
of  the  Army  Medical  Department  during  the  first 
week  of  every  month.

6.  The  worn-out  Clothing  of  the  Permanent  Staffs  will 
remain  the  property  of  the  public,  and  after  the  period  of  wear 
has  expired  will  be  given  into  regimental  store  and  will  be  dis- 
posed of  under  instructions  from  the  Director  of  CSothing. 

7.  Garments  which  are  issued  annually  or  biennially 
will  not  be  required  to  be  given  up  for  sale  at  the  expira* 
tion  of  the  first  period  of  wear,  but  may  be  retained  in  use  for

When  no  longer  required,  the  articles  will 
be  returned  to  store  in  as  clean  and  in  as  good  condition  as  can 
be  reasonably  expected  after  allowing  for  fair  wear  and  tear,  or 
their  disposal  will  be  fully  accounted  for. 

8.  Men  of  the  Permanent  Staff,  will,  on  discharge,  be 
supplied  with  plain  clothes,  and  will  each  be  allowed  to  retain  a 
pair  of  ankle  boots. 

9.  Each  suit  of  plain  clothes  will  consist  of  a  frocks  waist- 
coat, pair  of  trousers,  cap,  and  neckerchief. 

10.  The  sum  of  £2  for  each  Non-Commissioned  Officer  who 
has  received  Clothing  of  Staff  quality,  and  the  sum  of  £1  for 
each  Serjeant,  will  be  allowed  for  the  provision  of  each  suit  of 
plain  clothes ;  the  charge  for  same  will  be  submitted  on  Army 
Form  H  1147  (late  W.O.  Form  279)  for  pre-audit,  as  required 
by  paragraphs  135  and  137. 

IL  The  Clothing  supplied  to  the  Serjeant-Ma]or,  Quarter- 
masteivSerjeant,  and  Serjeant  -  Instructor  of  Musketry,  or 
Gunnery,  will  be  of  first  class  quality.

12.  Men  transferred  from  the  Regular  Forces  to  a  Militia 
Regiment,  will  bring  with  them  the  articles  of  uniform  in  their 
possession,  and  will  continue  to  Vear  them  until  the  period  thej 
are  renuired  1o  be  worn  shall  have  been  completed,  and  wiU  nut 
have  tnem  altered  to  the  Militia  pattern.

87.  All  the  Clothing  on  charge  of  the  Regiment  at  the  AB  artiolM  to 
date  of  the  previous  annual  Accounts,  as  well  as  all  articles  beaooounted 
subsequently  received  from  PubUo  Store,  or  authorized  to  be  ^^* 
purchased,  except  articles  supplied  on  repayment^  will  be  fully 

and  carefully  entered  in  the  annual  Accoimts,  which  will  also 
contain  an  exact  account  of  the  Clothing,  and  other  articles 
brought  into  use,  worn  out^  lost,  destroyed,  or  made  away  with.

89.  Free  Kits  for  members  of  the  Permanent  Staff  will  be  Kits  for  tba 
demanded  as  required  on  Army  Form  H  1144  (late  W.O.  Form  Poramnent 
866),  on  which  will  be  given  the  names  and  dates  of  completion  ^^^* 

of  21  years*  Army  service  of  the  men  for  whom  required. 

90.  The  annual  requisitions  for  Clothing  for  tne  MUitiamen  Annual 
wHl  be  forwarded  to  the  Director  of  Clothing  within  two  months  requiaitioiia 
after  the  completion  of  the  Training,    Care  will  be  taken  that  a  ^^^  Militia- 
store  sufficient  for  the  total  enrolled  strength  of  the  Corps  is  ™^' 
maintained,    but    no    article  beyond    such    strength    will    be 
demanded,  except  such  a  margin  not  exceeding  5  per  cent,  of

93.  Supplementaiy  demands  wiU,  when  necessaiy,  be  made 
on  the  Army  Forms  mentioned  in  paragraphs  88,  89,  91  and  92. 

94.  Boards  of  Survey,  during  the  Non-training  period, 
will  in  all  cases  be  composed  of  two  Adjutants. 

95.  Instructions  as  to  the  disposal  of  unserviceable 
Clothing,  great-coats  and  leggings,  will  be  obtained  from  the 
Director  of  Clothing. 

96.  An  Adjutant  directed  to  hand  over  unserviceable 
articles  to  an  Ordnance  Store  OflScer,  or  to  a  Contractor,  wiU 
not  cause  them  to  be  despatched  until  instructions  in  regard  to 
them  have  been  received  from  the  Ordnance  Store  OflScer. 

97.  Before  the  commencement  of  the  Training,  the 
Adjutant  will  call  upon  the  Serjeant-Instructor  of  each  Com- 
pany, as  representing  the  Captain,  to  furnish  him  with  a  list.

plete list  of  the  articles  required,  with  the  register  number  of 
each  article  that  has  been  appropriated  for  the  man's  use. 

99.  These  cards  will  be  distributed  by  the  Serjeant 
Instructor  of  the  Battery  or  Company  to  the  men  (two  to  each 
man,  one  marked  original,  the  other  duplicate),  as  they  come 
up  for  Training,  and  each  man  on  producing  his  card  (marked 
original)  to  the  Adjutant,  will  receive  in  exchange  a  complete 
outfit. 

100.  The  cards  being  retained  by  the  Adiutant  will  con- 
stitute vouchers  for  the  articles  in  wear,  and  will  afiiird  a 
complete  inventory  of  the  same.

106.  Before  the  annual  Accounts  are  forwarded  to  the  stock-taking. 
Director  of  Clothing,  stock  will  be  taken  by  the  Adjutant,  in 

order  to  ascertain  that  the  aggregate  quantities  and  classification 
of  wear  agree  with  the  statements  in  the  Accoimts. 

107.  xtecords  will  be  kept  of  the  measurements    of  all  Measorements 
Militiamen;    recruits,  when  found  fit  for  the  active  lists  of  of  men  to  be 
their  Regiments,  will  be  carefully  measured,  and  will  be  fitted  '«'<>«*^- 
with  Clothing,  due  allowance  b^g  made  for  the  growth  or 
development  of  the  body  in  consequence  of  drill. 

108.  All  the  articles  of  Clothing  appropriated  for  the  use  Clothing 

of  each  man  will  be  kept  together,  and  be  always  ready  for  issue  ^or  each  man 

to  him.  tobekept 

109.  Immediately  after  the  receipt  of  articles  from  the  Opening  of 
Royal  Army  Clothing  Depdt  or  other  Piiblic  Store,  the  packages  pockagei. 
will  be  opened  in  the  presence  of,  and  the  contents  be  examined 

by,  two  Adjutants,  and  if  any  deficiency  or  damage  be  found  to 
exist,  a  report  will  be  immediately  forwarded  to  tne  Director  of 
Clothing.  Shoidd  this  instruction  be  neglected,  no  complaint 
made  suosequently  will  be  entertained. 

HO,  The  pairs  of  boots  received  firom  Royal  Army  Clothing  Pain  of  boota

and  they  will  invariably  be  issued  in  paurs  as  received. 

111.  Should  any  complaint  be  made  by  a  member  of  the  Complainta  to 
Permanent  Stafl^  or  by  a  Militiaman,  of  the  quality  of  an  article  ^  inyeati- 
issued  to  him  from  the  Regimental  Store,  the  case,  if  it  occurs  ^*^^ 
duiinK  Training,  will  be  mvestigated  by  a  Board  of  Officers, 
and,  u  during  the  Non-training  period,  by  two  Adjutants,  and 
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the  report  will  be  forwarded  by  the  Adjutant,  with  his  obsenra- 
tioDB,  to  the  Director  of  Clothing  for  instructions. 

112.  No  article  of  Clothing  will  be  returned  to  the  Ro^al 
Army  Clothing  Depot  or  other  Public  Store  without  the  sanction 
of  the  Director  of  Clothing  being  first  obtained.  In  applying 
for  authority,  the  Commanding  Officer  will  state  on  what  date 
the  articles  were  received  by  him ;  his  reasons  for  wishing  to 
return  them;  their  condition;  and  whether  they  are  or  are  not 
regimentally  marked.  On  the  receipt  of  the  authority  for  their 
return,  care  will  be  taken,  before  their  transmission,  that  the 
niunber  and  description  of  the  articles  forwarded  exactly  corre- 
spond with  the  particulars  specified  therein,  and  that  no  article 
is  included  which  was  not  originally  received  from  the  Royal 
Army  Clothing  Depot  or  other  Public  Store,  as  such  article,  if 
sent,  will  be  returned  io  the  Regiment,  and  the  carriage  both 
ways  charged  against  it.  The  Regiment  from  which  the 
articles  are  sent  will  be  shown  on  the  labels  of  the  packages. 

US*  Militia  Regiments  will  return  all  casks  ana  cases 
received  with  Clothing,  Necessaries,  or  War  Office  Forms  to  the 
nearest  Ordnance  Store  Officer,  at  the  same  time  forwarding 
to  such  Officer  the  usual  vouchers. 

114.  Packages  issued  to  Regiments  of  Militia  with  Clothing, 
Necessaries,  or  War  Office  Forms,  and  those  issued  witii  Cloth- 
ing or  Necessaries  specially  demanded  on  repayment,  will  be 
brought  on  charge  in  the  Clothing  Ledger  and  in  Anny  Form 
H  1136  (late  W.O.  Form  865). 

115.  When  permission  is  ^ven  to  Regiments  of  Militia  to 
provide  regimentally  any  articles  of  Clothing,  the  rate  to  be 
charged  for  each  article  so  provided  will  be  notified  by  the 
Director  of  Clothing,  or  be  promulgated  in  the  Army  CSrculara. 
When  there  is  no  rate  fixed  and  instructions  are  given  to  provide 
the  articles  locally,  the  rates  at  which  several  Finns  would 
undertake  to  supply  them  will  be  obtained  and  submitted  to 
the  Director  of  (Jlothing  for  his  approval,  before  any  of  them  are 
accepted.  In  such  cases  the  letters  forwarding  the  tendera  will 
be  marked  "  Pressing.'"

119.  The  cost  of  replacing  buttons  or  other  parts  of  articles  what  repain 
which  have  been  lost  will  not  be  allowed  agamst  the  public.  m«  cha^eabU 
The  repairs  chargeable  to  the  public  will  be  limited  to  those  for  ^  ^  °^°' 
damae^ee  caused  by  jiecessary  wear  and  tear,   and  will  not 

include  damages  which  arise  from  carelessness  or  mischief.  The 
cost  of  such  repairs,  cleansing,  or  fumigation,  as  are  attributable 
to  the  negligence  or  want  of  personal  cleanliness  of  l^Iilitiamen 
will  be  charged  to  the  men  concerned,  but  wiU  be  included  in 
the  return  referred  to  in  paragraph  117. 

120.  The  following  solutions  will  be  found  effectual  ia 
removing  the  stains  from  scarlet  frocks,  viz.  :— 

One  ounce  of  salts  of  sorrel  dissolved  in  one  and  a-half  pints  Bolations  for 
of  boiling  water,  and  one  ounce  of  cream  of  tartar  dis-  cleaning 
solved  in  one  and  a-half  pints  of  <K)ld  water ;  each  solu-  *^^^^  frocks, 
tion  heing  kept  in  a  separate  vessel.

If  the  weather  will  permit  of  it,  the 
garments  will  then  be  hun^  up  in  the  sim  to  diy,  but  if  not,  they 
will  be  hung  up  in  a  dry  place,  but  not  near  fires  or  stoves. 

122.  The  ingredients  will  be   obtained  on  the  spot,  and  PKmsion  of 
application  to  incur  the  necessary  expenditure  will  be  made  to  ingi^dienu 
the  Director  of  Clothing.    Each  appUcation  will  be  accompanied  ^'  ^AmaiMig. 
by  a  statement  of  the  quantities  required,  the  cost  at  which  they 

can  be  procured,  and  the  number  of  garments  to  be  cleaned,  and 
when  authority  has  been  received  the  work  will  be  performed 
by  the  Permanent  Staff  as  a  duty. 

123.  Should  the  articles  be  found  in  such  a  state  as  to  Fumigation.

^  **•.  127.  As  the  Clothing  will  be  kept  clean  by  the  men  during 

ClothiDgat  the  Training,  the  only  cleansing  which  should  be  necessary  when 
termination  of  it  is  taken  iuto  storc  at  the  termination  of  the  Training  will  be 
^^'^^^^K-         to  brush  it,  which  will  be  done  by  the  Permanent  Staff,  but  no 

charge  for  the  performance  of  this  duty  will  be  admitted  against 

the  public. 

128.  Articles  of  Clothing  issued  to  replace  losses,  articles 
destroyed  by  wilfulness  or  neglect,  or  articles  worn  out,  will 
not  be  charged  for,  but  they  will  be  required  to  wear  for  the 
full  periods  laid  down  in  these  Regulations ;  and  the  value  of 
the  article  lost,  destroyed,  or  prematurely  worn  out,  calculated 
according^  to  Hhe  number  of  unexpired  Trainings  or  months 
during  which  the  article  should  have  been  used  but  was  not, 
will  be  charged  against  the  man,  together  with  the  worn-out 
value,  in  the  same  manner  as  laid  down  in  paragraph  130, 
except  in  cases  in  which  the  articles  are  forthcoming,  when 
the  worn-out  value  will  not  be  charged.

129.  The  full  value  will  be  charged  for  new  great-coats

144.  The  alteration  of  Clothing  will  only  be  carried  out  on 
the  written  order  of  the  Commanding  Officer,  specifying  the 
articles  to  be  altered,  and  the  names  of  the  men  for  whom  they 
are  required  ;  and  such  order  vriD  not  be  given  until  it  has  been 
ascertained  that  the  garment  which  it  is  proposed  to  alter  will 
not,  without  alteration,  fit  any  Militiaman  in  the  Regiment,  of 
dimensions  corresponding  to  the  size  marked  on  the  garment, 
and  who  has  not  already  been  fitted. 

145.  In  making  arrangements  for  the  alteration  or  repair 
of  Clothing,  the  pei-son  who  is  to  perform  the  work  will  sign  an 
agreement  to  do  the  same  at  specified  i*ates.  This  agreement, 
together  with  the  tradesman's  original  receipted  bill,  and  the 
written  orders  under  which  the  work  waB  executed,  will  accom- 
pany the  voucher  forwarded  to  the  Director  of  Clothing  for 
pre-audit. 

146.  One  abstract  to  be  furnished  with  each  Pay  List  will 
include  all  sums  on  account  of  Clothing  and  Necessarit^ 
credited  to  the  public,  and  care  will  be  taken  that  creditu  for 
separate  years  are  not  mixed  up,  and  also  that  the  credits 
correctly  represent  the  value  of  the  items  struck  oflF  in  the 
Accounts  ccncemed.

cleansing  and  fumigation  '^'ill  not  be  sufficient  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  infection  or  contagion,  and  that  the  immediate 
destruction  of  the  articles  is  alwolutely  necessary,  in  which  cane 
the  articles  will  be  at  once  destroyed,  and  application  will  be 
made  to  the  Director  of  Clothing  for  covering  authority  to  strike 
them  off  charge.

will  be  given  to  re-charge  the  sums  which  may  be  re-allowed;

512.  The  Paymaster  of  the  Corps  or  Depdt  which  the  man 
has  joined  will  then  pay  him  the  amount  of  Reserve  Fay  and 
Reserve  Deferred  Pay  to  which  he  is  shown,  by  Army  Form  O 
1728  to  be  entitled.  The  man's  signature  will  be  obtained,  and 
the  Form  returned  to  the  Officer  paying  the  Reserve,  from  whom 
the  amount  of  Reserve  and  Reserve  Deferred  Fay  issued  will  be 
recovered  aa  an  advance.  Any  allowances  to  which  the  man  was 
entitled  before  leaving  the  Head-Quarters  of  his  Regimental  or 
Pension  District  should  be  issued  by  the  Paymaster  of  the  Corps 
or  Depot  which  the  man  has  joined  and  recovered  in  similar 
manner  from  the  Officer  paying  the  Reserve. 

513.  Separation  allowances  may  either  be  paid  in  cash  or  by 
Post  Office  Order  under  the  system  established  for  the  payment 
of  pensions,  separate  Advice  Lists  being  made  out  for  these 
allowances. 

514.  When  separation  allowances  are  paid  in  cash,  the  charge 
will  be  supported  by  the  receipt  of  the  person  who  receives  the 
allowances,  and  Army  Form  O  1762  will  be  used  as  a  voucher  for 
the  payment.

Article  446  of  Our  Warrant  of  the  11th  March  1882  :— 


446a.  Our  Secretary  of  State  may,  when  he  shall  deem 
it  fit,  employ,  under  such  conditions  as  he  shall  from  time  to 
time  determine.  Officers  on  the  Retired  Lists  of  the  Depart- 
ments of  Our  Army,  but  such  Officers  shall  in  no  case  be 
so  efinployed  after  attaining  the  age  of  65  years,  and  on 
ceasing  to  hold  such  appointment  shall  revert  to  the  Retired 
list  with  the  rate  of  retired  pay  of  which  they  were  in  receipt 
when  so  appointed.

sistence, whether  he  supplied  such  men  with  plain  clothes 
under  paragraphs  291  to  294  of  these  regulations ;  and  if  the 
clothes  were  purchased  on  the  spot  he  will  show  the  amount 
paid  for  them.

Gratuities  for  Long  Service  and  Good  Conduct 

1.  The  Secretary  of  State  for  War  lias  approved  of  the  issue  Clause212 
of  Gratuities  in  accordance  with    the    provisions  contained  in 
Clauses  65  and  95,  Army  Circulars,  1879,  to  the  Warrant  Officers, 
non-commissioned  officers  and  men,  awarded  Medals  for  Long 
Service  and  Good  Conduct,  by  General  Order  No.  271  of  1882. 

2.  The  investment  or  payment  of  these  gratuities  will  be 
governed  by  the  position  of  these  men  on  the  1st  September 
1882,  from  which  date  interest  will  be  allowed  on  the  sums 
invested. 

Re-arrangement  of  Pension  Districts, 

1.  The  duties  connected  with  the  Pensioners  and  Men  of  the  Clause  213 
Army  Reserve  of  the  23rd  Regimental  District,  hitherto  performed 

by  the  StaJf  of  the  53rd  Regimental  District  at  Shreirsbury,  will, 
from  the  15th  October  1882,  be  transferred  to  the  Staff  of  the 
28rd  Regimental  District  at  Wrexham.

Training  of  Regimental  Stretcher-Bearers.

1.  THB  DBST&trOnOK  OF  HBAY7  OUH8  WHBN  TIME  IS 


1.  This  duty  will  be  performed  by  the  Boyal  Artillery,  the  stores 
marked  (a)  in  the  following  list  being  obtained  from  the  Royal 
Engineers ;  and  the  remainder  taken  from  the  siege  train  equip- 
ment. 

2.  The  materials  required  are  as  follows : — 

(a.)  Guncotton  (1  lb.  slabs)^  perforated,  to  receive  a  dry 
primer,  2  slabs  for  each  charge,  and  spare  slabs  at 
the  rate  of  2  spare  for  every  5  (or  less  number)  of 
guns  to  be  destroyed. 

The  slabs  are  issued  wety  and  are  so  kepi  to  storey 
but  it  is  immaterial  whether  they  are  wet  or 
dry  wlien  reqttiredjor  use. 

{a.)  Ouncotton  primers,  dry,  weighing  1  oz.,  l^  inches  in 
diameter,  coated  with  tallow ;  1  primer  for  every 
2  slabs. 

Bags,  waterproof,   to  contain  2  lb.  of  guncotton,  I 
for  every  2  slabs  carried. 

(a.)  Exploder,  tension,  dynamo-electric. 

(a.)  Solution,  india-rubber,  in  tin  cylinder. 

(a.)  Twine,  stout,  1  lb. 

TTiis  is  sufficient/or  about  20  charges. 

(a.)  Detonators,  No.  5,  in  a  cylinder  containing  25  de- 
tonators, with  a  recti6er. 

Each  cylinder  wiU  suffice  for  20  chargesy  with  5 
spare  detonators. 
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(a,)  Wire,  insulated,  lengtlis  of  40  yards  each. 

JFtve  additional  yards  are  required  for  each  charge 
after  the  first  operation,  to  replace  ihewire*J>ltntn 
atbay  by  a  discharge. 

Tackle  and  selvagees,  with  rollers,  skidding,  hand8|nkes, 
&c.,  for  lowering  the  gun  into  a  pit,  or  ap-ending 
it  under  the  branch  of  a  tree. 

The  exact  proportion  of  these  cannot  be  given.  It 
tcill  depend  upon  the  size  of  the  guns  to  be  des* 
troyedy  upon  local  circumstances,  ^c. 

Bireotioiui  fbr  oanryintr  out  the  Operations.* 

3.  Plug  up,  with  a  peg  of  wood,  the  vent  of  the  gun  to  be 
disabled,  driven  well  in  so  as  to  make  the  vent  water-tight. 

4.  Up-end  the  gun  on  its  breech,  either  by  digging  a  pit  for  its 
reception,  or  by  other  convenient  means. 

6.  The  officer  in  charge  of  the  operations  must  be  guided  by 
local  circumstances,  but  the  more  the  gun  is  raised  vertically  on 
its  breech  the  better. 

6.  Insert  the  bared  terminals  of  the  insulated  wires  (which 
must  be  scraped  clean)  into  the  copper  eyes  of  a  No.  5  detonator, 
previously  seeing  that  these  eyes  are  free  from  paint,  &c. 

7.  Insert  the  detonator,  after  securing  it  to  the  wires,  into  a  dry 
primer,  first  using  the  rectifier  to  ensure  the  hole  in  the  primer 
being  of  a  proper  size  to  admit  the  detonator,  which  should  be 
set  home  to  the  head. 

8.  Care  must  l>e  taken  that  the  bare  ends  of  the  wire  do  not 
touch  each  other  when  secured  to  the  detonator. 

9.  On  no  account  trhatever  should  a  detonator  be  twisted  or  roughly 
forced  into  a  pHmer. 

m 

10.  Insert  the  dry  primer,  fitted  with  detonator,  into  the  per* 
foration  in  one  of  the  1  lb.  slabs,  pushing  it  gently  in  until  the 
hole  in  the  slab  is  quite  filled  by  it. 

11.  Place  tlie  slab  thus  prepared,  together  with  another  slab, 
in  a  waterproof  bag. 

12.  Choke  the  neck  of  the  bag  with  twine  closely  round  the 
insulated  wires ;  plaster  the  inner  portion  of  the  choke  round  the 
wires  with  the  india-rubber  solution,  and  choke  again  round  and 
above  the  solution,  so  as  to  make  the  whole  as  watertigiit  as 
possil}le. 

13.  Attach  to  the  wires  a  small  sinker  of  any  heavv  material, 
so  that  its  weight  comes  on  them  above  the  choke.  The  sinker 
should  be  small  in  bulk,  so  as  to  allow  the  charge  to  settle  hom« 
to  the  bottom  of  the  bore ;  and,  when  hanging  freelv  from  its  point 
of  support,  it  should  be  just  below  the  bottom  of  the  bag. 


•  Ste  note  ttt  end. 
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14.  Attach  to  the  choke  a  piece  of  stout  Iwine  long  enough  to 
reach  to  the  bottom  of  the  bore  of  the  gun,  and  lower  the  charge 
by  it  carefully  to  the  bottom  of  the  bore,  paying  out  the  insulated 
wires  at  the  same  time  and  taking  care  that  no  strain  comes  on  them. 

15.  Fill  up  the  bore  with  water;  connect  the  free  ends  of  the 
insulated  wires  with  the  binding  screws  of  the  exploder,  and, 
after  seeing  that  all  is  clear^  turn  the  handle  rapidly  till  detonation 
occurs. 

16.  This  should  be  done  immediately  after  lowering  the  charges 
into  the  gun^  so  as  to  give  the  water  as  little  time  as  possible  to 
effect  an  entrance  into  the  bag. 

1 7.  .The  operator  should  be  careful  to  place  himself  and  his  party 
at  a  safe  distance  from  the  gun.  A  distance  of  between  30  and 
40  yards  will  probably  sufiice  for  this. 

18.  In  the  event  of  a  detonator  failing,  at  once  disconnect  one 
of  the  wires  from  the  exploder.  Ihe  charge  must  then  be  taken 
up  and  re-made,  with  a  fresh  detonator.  Great  caution  must  be 
exercised  in  slowly  extracting  the  detonator  from  the  primer. 

Cautions. 

19.  Care  should  be  taken  to  see  that  the  insulation  of  the  wire 
18  perfect,  and  that  the  connections  are  clean  and  good. 

20.  If  any  part  of  the  wire  is  accidentally  denuded  of  its  insula- 
tion, prop  up  the  adjacent  insulated  portion,  so  that  the  bared  portion 
will  not  touch  the  ground. 

21.  Detonators  by  themselves  must  always  be  handled  with  the 
greatest  care  and  freedom  from  rough  usage,  and  still  more  so  when 
they  are  fitted  into  guncotton.    The  latter  by  itself  is  harmless. 

22.  Immediately  after  an  explosion,  detach  one  of  the  wires  at 
least  from  the  exploder,  and  do  not  re-attach  it  till  just  before 
firing  the  next  charge.

23.  The  hasty  disablement  of  siege  guns  will  be  carried  out  by 
the  Royal  Artillery,  and  of  field  guns  by  the  Royal  Horse  Artillery.

27*  These  stores  will  only  be  issued  in  time  of  war.     The 

funcotton  and  detonators  will  be  carried  by  the  Ammunition 
leserve  Column  till  actiye  operations  are  impending ;  and,  when 
required  in  the  field,  the  supply  of  guncotton  (both  ulabt  and 
primers)  will  be  replenished  from  the  Royal  Engineer  Field  Puk. 

28.  The  stores  will  be  carried  by  horse-holders  of  Noa.  1,  3, 
and  5,  subdiyisions,  one  set  in  each  subdiyision,  as  follows : — 

The  cases  for  guncotton  slabs^-on^  on  front  of  each  wallet, 
fastened  by  a  strap  going  round  the  wallets,  paaainr 
through  the  staple,  and  then  through  two  loops  atta^m 
to  the  ends  of  the  guncotton  cases.

29.  In  the  case  of  guns  of  64-pr.  and  larger  calibres  two  slabs 
niQst  be  employed. 

30.  Insert  a  detonator  into  a  dry  primer. 

31.  On  no  account  should  a  detonator  be  twisted  or  roughly 
forced  into  a  primer. 

32.  Insert  the  dry  primer  fitted  with  detonator  into  the  per* 
foration  in  one  of  the  slabs,  pushing  it  gently  in  until  the  hole 
in  the  slab  is  quite  filled  by  it. 

33.  Tie  a  piece  of  twine  round  the  detonator,  pass  the 
ends  round  the  slab^  and  then  tie  them  together;  the  object 
being  to  prevent  the  primer  slipping  out  of  the  slab. 

34.  Place  the  slabs  lengthways  on  the  chase,  their  long  sides 
touching,  about  a  ioot  from  the  muzzle.  Tie  them  on  tightly  with 
twine  to  prevent  them  slipping  from  wind  or  other  disturbing 
cause. 

85.  The  exact  position  must  depend  on  the  form  of  the  gun. 
The  great  thing  is  to  have  as  much  of  the  surface  of  the  cotton  in 
actual  contact  with  the  gun  as  possible.  Hence  the  slabs  should  not 
ride  on  an  astragal  or  moulding,  but  should  always  be  placed  on  a 
plain  part  of  the  chase. 

36.  Observe  the  direction  of  the  wind,  and  arrange  the  slab 
containing  the  detonator  so  that  the  tail  of  the  safety  fiize  is  away 
from  the  slab  and  to  leeward  of  it.  This  is  to  lessen  the  chance  of 
a  spark  igniting  the  cotton  before  the  detonator  is  fired^  in  which 
case,  in  all  probability,  no  effect  whatever  would  be  produced  on 
the  gun. 

87.  If  projectiles  belonf2[ing  to  the  gun  are  available,  and  time 
allows,  it  is  advisable  to  ram  one  up  the  bore  ;  so  that  when  the 
gun  is  dented  by  the  explosion  it  may  be  imprisoned  there  and 
prevent  the  gun  from  being  used  even  to  fire  a  bag  of  bullets. 

38.  Tear  or  cut  the  little  calico  cap  off  the  end  of  the  safety 
fuse  and  ignite  the  fiize  by  the  apparatus  provided,  or  other  con- 
venient means.  An  ordinary  flame  does  not  readily  ignite  it. 
The  fuze  ignites  most  easily  when  cut  obliquely  with  a  sharp 
knife. 

39.  Retire  to  a  safe  distance  (say  50  yards)   and   await  the 
explosion.    The  length  of  safety  fuze  will  l)um  about  45  seconds. 

*  Set  note  it  end. 


40.  Should  circumstances  permit,  the  effect  of  the  detonation 
will  be  increased  by  placing  a  filled  sand  bag  or  a  sod  of  turf  on  the 
guncotton,  when  lashed  in  position  on  Qie  chase.  Great  care 
should   be  taken  in   this  operation  not  to   strike  or  bend  the 

detonator. 

41.  It  is  also  advisable,  after  the  explosion,  to  try  if  the  gun  is 
so  denttd  as  to  prevent  loading.  If  the  dent  is  not  sufficient,  the 
operation  should  be  repeated,  putting  the  fresh  slabs  in  the  same 
place  as  the  first. 


Caution. 

42.  Never  roughly  bend  or  kink  the  safety  fuze.  If  it  has 
apparently  gone  out  without  firing  the  detonator,  allow  at  least  half 
an  hour  to  elapse  before  meddling  with  it,  if  time  will  admit,  but 
if  not,  the  greatest  care  must  be  taken  in  touching  it,  to  avoid 
accident  by  a  **  hang-fire.^' 


43.  The  above  instructions  apply  equally  to  the  hasty  disable- 
ment of  field  guns,  but  with  them  only  one  slab  of  guncotton  need 
be  used. 


Note. — ^The  above  instructions  have  been  prepared  with 
special  reference  to  the  disablement  or  destruction  of  muzzle^ 
loading  guns.  Breech-loading  guns  can  generally  be  temporarily 
disabled  by  the  removal  or  destruction  of  portions  of  the  bnech 
apparatus.  In  destroying  such  guns,  or  rendering  them  perma- 
nently disabled.  Officers  will,  while  being  guided  generally  by 
these  instructions,  use  their  discretion  as  to  the  application  of  the 
charges  in  such  positions  as  may  appear  most  suitable,  according 
to  the  particular  construction  of  the  gun  to  be  operated  upon.

1.  The  re-transfer  of  the  men  to  the  Army  Reserre  will  be

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Claa8e239       2-  On  receipt  by  the  Ck>rpa  of  the  order  for  de-mobilization,  a 

comtimed.    furlough  of  42  days  will  be  granted  to  each  soldier  re-transferred 

to  the  Army  Reserve^  and  the  date  of  the  expiration  of  such 

furlough  will  be  considered  for  all  purposes  as  the  date  of  the 

expiration  of  Army  service  with  the  Colours. 

3.  Men  in  hospital  will  be  dealt  with  as  prescribed  in  panu  97a, 
Section  XIX.,  of  the  Queen's  Regulations  and  Orders  for  the  Army, 
and  will  not  be  re-transferred  to  the  Army  Reserve  until  fit  to  traveL 
Men  in  prison  will  not  be  re-transferred  until  the  expiration  of 
their  imprisonment.  Both  men  in  hospital  and  men  in  prison 
be  granted  furlough  on  re-transfer  to  the  Army  Reserve,  in 
oordance  with  para.  2.

454c.  The  rate  of  the  allotment  inserted  on  Army

Pensions  Commutation  Acty  1882. 

The  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  have,  in  CSlaa8e246 
pursuance  of  the  authority  given  to  them  under  the  Pensions 
Commutation  Acts,  1871  to  1882,  made  the   following  regular 
tions : — 

''1.  Pensions  of  less  than  80/.  per  annum  shall  not  be 
*^  partially  commuted.'' 

"  2.  No  partial  commutation  of  a  pension  shall  be  extended 
"  to  more  than  two-thirds  of  it,  or  than  such  less  proportion  of 
*^  it  as  leaves  an  annuity  of  not  less  than  80/.*' 

''3.  In  commuting  any  portion  of  a  pension  after  the  first, 
**  there  shall  be  charged  a  fee  of  not  less  than  three  per  cent. 
''  on  the  further  capital  sum  allowed,  provided  that  such  fee  shall 
*'  never  be  less  than  5/,  nor  more  than  50/."
